Roosevelt has broken away from 
sound money and embraced the rub 
ber dollar; failed to reduce the 
cost of government 25 percent or 
to balance the budget; failed to &x- 
pedite public works: engaged the 
government in transactions in farm 
commodities that failed to restore 
price parity for agriculture: failed 
to lower the tariff; subsidized ex- 
ports: taxed food and clothing; left 

bank deposits tied up for montbs; 

urged unsafe banking to belster 
NRA; weakened anti-trust laws, 
and taken the government into ae | 
field of private bnusimess on a large 
scale. 


In each instance. the Republican 
committee cites Democratic plat- 
form planks or earlier utterances 
by Mr. Roosevelt which it regards 
as pledges violated by subsequent 
action. 


“Under the national industrial re- 
covery act,” the committee says, 
“the government has not only in- 
vaded the field of private enter- 
prise, but it Ras taken over the con- 
trol of every private enterprise, set- 
ting up machinery whereby with 
the authority of the law, it fixes 
wages, hours of labor, conditions of 
employment, output and distribu- 
tion and prices, as well as trade; 
practices. In addition, it sets up a| 
board in which it. has-the controll- 
ing power to manage every private 
business in the United States thru 
the instrumentality of codes.” 

This break in the political truce 
under which Mr. Roosevelt eee 
ed his recovery program was view ed 
in Washington as a significant polt- 
tical development, opening the way 
for the congressional campaign 
next year when -the country will 
have its first opportunity to pass! 
judgement by the ballot upon what 
is being done. 

The ‘Republican booklet leads off 
with a roundup of Mr. Roosevelt's 
sound money declarations and cites 
as cohtrasting actions, the Presi-! 
dent’s alleged sponsorship of the} 
Thomas ‘inflation, amendment. the 
gold anti-hoardine order, ahandon- | 
ment of the gold payment clause 
in government bonds and contracts, 
and refusal to stabilize currency in- 
ternationally. 

“He went off on a tangent about 
a currency based on a ‘commodity 
dollar’ ", the National committee 
statement adds. “His message to 
the London ecorfomic conference” it 
says, “both because of its contents | 
and its impertinence, wrecked the 
conference-”*

BAD FOR CHILD

Tre mothers believe in prais- 
ing their children. Yet the

Yet every time he be- 
haves becomingly he is not deée- 
Serving of praise, and ‘for an 
eoually obvious reason. . 

We, praise a child. in the first 
place, to show approval of an 
ection. It iS as if we. said 
“That's right.” If he repeats the 
action, it is as much because Jt 
flatters him. to’ do it again as 
because it pleases us. 


Parents, evidently, need to be 
prt “wise” the fact that a 
child Goés-nét ge out of ‘hist way 
lo please us unless he gets some 
pleasure out of the doing too.

A Bank Clerk Makes 
Good . . . Dil Baron, 
Sir Henri Deterding 


Forty YEARS ago Henri Wil- 
helm. Augustus Deterding left 
a minor clerkship in a Batavia, 
Java, bank to become associated 
with the Royal Dutch Company, 
of which J. B. A. Kessler was di- 
rector. Today, this short, 
swarthy-faced Dutchman, 
knighted by. the British govern- 
ment in 1921, is known as the 
“Napoleon” of the oil world. 
When as a young clerk he bal- 
anced his. books for the last. time 
in that Java bank, Henri Deter- 
ding knew that the petrol 
field wag dominated by The 
Rockefel TA phegled Standard 
Oil Company. He studied the 
methods of the American con- 
cern, and whén Kegslér died in 
1900 and be was made managing 
director of his compan Rens 
Deterding was ready to ght. 
This fight, opened in China, 
where the Standard Oi Com- 
bany: had , distributed, gratis. 
thousands of “Mei Foo”, (good 
luck) lamps, with a view to 
stimulatitig oil sales, Deterdinz 
counteréd. by offering cheaper 
petrol, The passive Chinese, pon- 
dered oyer the situation awhile 
and then thougan 4 the 
RockeféHér lamps, were burt ing 
Deterding oil. Bas 


Encouraged by his victory, the 
young Dutchman. in 1903. formed 
an alliance with the Rothschitds 
in Paris and with Sir Marcus 
Samuel, head of the Shell Com- 
pany, which owned oil. interests 
m-Russia. He believed always 
that the nation which controls 
the oil supply will rule the world. 
With his new financial support, 
Deterding began his conquest of 
the oil world. Land was bought 
and some leased in Egypt, Trini- 
dad, Mexico, and e ven the 
United States. 


In 1920, the Royal Dutch Pe- 
troleum Company had resourees 
of approximately $175,000,000. 
And $0 today Sir Henri Deter- 
ding, the former bank clerk, is a 
power and his oil interests 
Spread throughout the world, vie 
with those of the Rockefellers 
for supremacy in the field.

A’ 67, Deterding has not much 

tc discover about oil Opera- 
tions. He has been for several 
decades’ the particular “bete 
noir” of the Standard Oil inter- 
ests, and in looking for his own 
“bete noir” turns his eyes toward 
Russia. 

Admittedly an enemy of the 
Soviet regime, he has had a 
long-standing feud with the Bol- 
Shevikt over Shell and Royal 
Dutch properties confiscated af- 
ter the revolution. After &@ series 
of negotiations with. Moscow, he 
apparently resigned himself to 
being a Soviet opponent. 


Soviet wells producing oil in 
Baku and Batoum and selling at 
cut prices all over the world 
continue to be among his chief 
menaces, and foiling Russian 
campaigns against him his chief. 
diversion. The Communists of 
Amsterdam (where he was born 
in 1866) have sworn to get aim 
dead or alive, and after the trial 
of the éight professors and en- 
gineers accused of attempting to 
wreck Stalin’s Five Year Plan in 
November, 1930, it was Proposed 
to erect a gallows on which to 
hang Sir Henri’s effigy. He was 
accused of complicity af the 
trial. 

It was earlier in 1930 that 
ee was mentioned in 
connection with a fantastic plot 
to sever the Russian states by 
means of inciting revolt, after 
which the oll and mineral mag- 
nates were to march in and take 
concessions.
